I'm particularly glad it was 
Newman, the guy who was not afraid to tackle the militarist^promoting, fascims-spounting 
famous comedian whose name escapes me when he was propagandizing and bad-mouthing once on 
this show (or, I tliink ho is butter than most TV newsmen in every way).

0n t3 . lat k'reat security of .iiich ^opeland had inside knowledge, there was startling 
confirmation on late news last night. And interview with Spitz, the American Jew how had 
Ulyiapi ^ record ^ vas immediately considered to be a prime Arab taget. it seems 
liar ior hours after tlds v/as broadcast, for hours after the beginning of the asiiassina- 
tio there was no security on him. il,. just wandered around as he pleased. Until quite late, 
when he was suddenly flown to London for his own safety. 

ky feeling is that as I regard these terrorists as something other than what they 
nave been call .ed by everyone, not just °opeland, that they are not •’revolutionaries"*, 
ever guerrillas", so the same can be said of their Jewish counterparts. 1 regard both as 
closer to fascists.
